THE CHANGE IN AUSTRALIA 

Canadian interest in the Australian 
elections, held jast Saturday, relates chief- 
ly to the effect upon the coming Imperial 
economic conference, The uncertain poli- 
tical situation in that dominion was one of 
the reasons for the postponement of the 
gathering. ‘The incoming government has 
secured a majority large 


apparently 
enough to assure its stability, and to avert 
any further delays on that account. 

The late government, too, hardly seem- 
ed to know its own mind on the subject 
of intra-Empire trade. A few weeks ago 
it served notice on Great Britain that Aus- 
tralia could not be counted on to make any 
further concessions in the interest of 
trade with the old lands. Since the pros- 
pect of the conference “getting any- 
where” hinges on the exchange of conces- 
sions, that was anything but a promising 
declaration. : 

It may be hoped that the issue was 
threshed out during the contest and that 
the new government has a clear mandate 
to come to the conference with a program 
of constructive proposals. 


RUSSIA’S WHEAT 
Moscow reports that the Soviet collect- 
have gathered in more wheat from 
ian farmers than they did a year 
The news, it is stated, is sent out to 


refute a current impression abroad that 
Russia will have less wheat to export this 


than last. 

it is notable, however, that nothing is 
said about the quality of the grain, Pigs 
may be pigs, but wheat is not necessarily 
wheat in the commercial sense of the 
term. It is known that the summer was 
wet in northern Europe, and that crops 
in Russia’s neighbors suffered in conse- 
quence, in quality rather than quantity. 
To suppose that Russia escaped the same 
adverse results is a gratuitous assumption, 
which Moscow does not even invite. 

A week ago Russia was reported as 
buying a considerable quantity of wheat in 
Australia. A fortnight before it was said 
to have bought somewhat largely in the 
British market. Presumably these pur- 
chases would be made to fill foreign orders 
taken in advance. They would confirm the 
suspicion that Russian wheat is not up to 
the mark in quality. And if Russia has 
more foreign orders to fill, that would ex- 
plain Russia’s desire to have the world un- 
derstand that it has plenty of wheat, with- 
out committing itself as to the quality. 


WHERE TO GIVE 

With Christmas three days away, the 
questions of what to give, and to whom to 
give, are questions which can no longer 
be shirked. They simply must be given 
attention forthwith, and “the thing got 
through with.” How he answers them is 
of course the business of the giver, and 
will be determined largely by his circum- 
stances, financial and other. 


But in view of the conditions it may 
be hoped that Christmas giving will this 
year be directed along rather broader lines 
than the considerations which usually 
govern the matter, those of family ties and 
social obligations. There are in Edmon- 
ton, as in every other community, many 
people who stand in need of the necessities 
of life, through no fault of their own. 

Christmas for these cannot possibly be 


“merry” unless those who know of the 
situation lend a helping hand. Whether 
this is done through an organized relief 


agency, or by direct personal intervention, 
Christmas cheer must come from some 
outside source if it is to be present in these 
homes, Unless that occurs, Christmas for 
such families will be a time of misery, not 
of merry-making 

After all, to send a hamper of food, a 
bundle of clothing, or a parcel of toys to a 
family where these are really required is 
more in keeping with the Christmas spirit 
than to distribute presents among people 
who do not need them, perhaps do not 
want them, and may even regard them as 
customary or strategic offerings, calling 
for a response in kind

And securities in old, es- 
tablished industrial and commercial con- 
cerns, Which a couple of years ago were 
lling with the sky for a limit, are now 
being dumped on the bargain counter with 
few buyers venturing to take them up. 

Whatever this situation may indicate, 
it very plainly does not indicate confidence, 
On the contrary, it shows that Canadians 
have been infected with the panicky feel- 
ing that has swept the world, and in the 
language of Philip Snowden, “think noth- 
ing is worth anything’ but real money. 
Having run to the extreme of paying im- 
possible prices for sound and productive 
stocks, they now have gone to the other 
extreme and will hardly take the same 
stocks as a gift. 

The Premier was on better ground 
when he counselled his hearers to “face 
the new year with high courage and confi- 
dence.’ The advice is good just because 
these qualities are at present at low ebb, 
and the country suffering the conse- 
quences. The spirit of defeatism has more 
to do with prolonging the “doldrums” in 
Canada than the lack of money, or re- 
sources or opportunities.
